SULLIVAN PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During 1993, the oe Board concentrated its efforts on updating Sullivan’s Master 
Plan. A Planning Board Subcommittee worked in coordination with the Southwest Regional 
Planning Commission for assistance in locating sources of information and for technical 
advice. The subcommittee successfully gathered and compiled much of the information 
needed to complete the revisions. However, it has become apparent that some 
professional assistance, particularly in the area if the surveying and mapping of land usage, 
will be necessary in order to ensure that the updated Master Plan will comply with state 
requirements. 


The Board addressed and reviewed the status of several earth excavation sites. One site 
was inspected and approved as being properly reclaimed. The Board also received and 
reviewed reports concerning two active sites. 


The Board reviewed several matters concerning driveway access onto town roads and 
approved one driveway permit. One subdivision application was filed and was pending at 
the close of 1993. The Board regularly received and addressed inquiries concerning 
various issues and procedures. 

A number of Board members attended the annual law lecture series. Topics covered many 
recent developments in the law, including the rapidly changing areas of takings and 
municipal estoppel.

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1993 CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 
Town of Sullivan, NH 


The seven member conservation commission met on a monthly basis during the calendar 

ear to transact business according to the guidance and intent of NH RSA 36-A. Although 
it was another slow year in terms of development activities, several areas of concern 
maintained the active participation of all members. The following summarizes the range of 
events in which all members contributed their time and energy in various amounts: 


Attended Meetings: The town of Sullivan was again represented at the annual 
meeting of the NH Association of Conservation Commissions in November. A report 
was filed and feedback given on increasing the local statutory authority of 
conservation commissions in NH; the Monadnock Regiona! Conservation 
Commission meetings were attended that focused on lo sui practices, violations, 
and the role of the Society for Protection of NH Forests ( PNHF); the Southwest 
Regional Planning Commission’s Natural Resource Advisory Council was joined in 
an effort to ensure proper natural resource planning initiatives surrounding the 
Ashuelot River Watershed Management Study Project; and the DOT hearing on 
renovating the town bridges across Otter Brook was attended in November. 


Filed Reports: A feedback survey was filed on the Silvio Conte National Wildlife 
Refuge Planning Project which includes land use planning efforts by the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service throughout the Connecticut River Watershed. A survey was 
completed for the town on New Hampshire’s Statewide Conservation and Outdoor 
Recreation Plan, with specific reference to an inventory of recreation trails, parks and 
other areas in town. A Survey was also completed on the amount, size and location 
of conservation lands in town as a part of the SPNHF’s inventory and mapping of all 
municipal and private conservation lands in the state. 


Solid Waste: A tire recycling weekend was held in July that successfully carted 
away 572 tires or 6.25 tons of old used tires from the hidden and not-so-hidden 
dump sites around town. Donations of $14.65 helped offset the overall $500 charge, 
which was roughly one third the price of disposal through regular means at the Keene 
Sanitary Landfill. Many thanks are due Frank Philbrick for his assistance in the 
collection of roadside and other tires, as well as the use of the town barn area. Also, 
hats off to the excellent efforts of all of the commission members who helped out! 
After a set of preliminary negotiations with a hauler in Weare, NH, we all look forward 
. a anes ee nence with Scrap Metal during the weekends of June 18-19 & 25- 
this year! 


Other Activities: Bonding requirements were researched around the use of town 
roads by logging trucks and skidders. Of the several logging intents that were filed, 
two operations were visited to check for compliance in wetlands crossings. Only one 
wetland permit was filed and reviewed, and advice was given on a stream 
channelization project. A set of conservation articles, pamphlets and other 
documents were placed on file at the town library for public reference. 


Again, many thanks to commission members Becky Cummings, Joe Ovensik, Ed McCann, 
Jean Hoffman, Dr. David Hall and Virginia Howard, who volunteered their time and efforts 
to help maintain the scenic quality of Sullivan that arises from the sound conservation of its 
natural resources.

The library has seen several changes in 1993. Seth Cummings, Library Assistant, and 
Sarah Lucy, Library Director, each resigned their positions at the library. Their knowledge 
and expertise are missed. In September, Denise McFarland began as Librarian. Ella Pratt 
has been volunteering during story hour. 


The state’s summer reading program theme was “Ketchup On Your Reading”. In spite of 
the efforts made to publicize the program and to plan various activities, it was not well 
attended. 


The library has begun a weekly story hour, open to all ages. The first half-hour is 
dedicated to toddlers and others who have shorter attention spans. The second half-hour 
is devoted to classic literature and adults are also welcome. While there are some faithful 
attendees of the first half-hour, the second half-hour has gotten off to a slow start. 


A Community Outreach Program is in its beginning stages. The goal and purpose of this 
program is to connect those in the community who are unable to borrow materials with 
volunteers who deliver library materials. It is also hoped that volunteers would read to 
those in the community who would enjoy this. 


The library is now linked with the state library via computer. This provides us with access 
to many materials and information. The computer has also been used by many of our 
patrons to assist them with various projects. 


There has also been a favorable response to the videos that the library has acquired during 
the past year. 


The library is affiliated with the NUBANUSIT Co-op. This association provides our library 
with a number of benefits, including inter-library loans, a video-exchange program, 
purchasing discounts, updated library information, trainings, etc. 


In addition to being a source of information and reading materials for the town, the library is 
used as the meeting place for the Planning Board, the Conservation Committee, the 
Friends of the Library, the Snowmobile Club, voter registration by the Supervisors of the 
checklist and the Health Department for Blood Pressure Clinics.
